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not dispute with you upon (lie question 
whether or not it has l»eou projierly accom- 
plished in every instance, or us to whether 
this set or that net of men accomplished the 
result, hut simply to arrive at the fact as 
the starting-point and foundation for our 
own action and the action of sensible and 
practical people, that it has heen destroy- 
ed— all I propose. Whether legitimate or 
illegitimate, it is the effect, and has been 
I lie effect of the rebellion upon it. You 
may say that abolitionists have done it; 
you may say that secession lata have done 
it, but I will not now stop to inquire, bo- 
cause the fact has been accomplished. It 
has been done; and as a sensible jicople and 
a practical people we ought to accept the 
fact that it is destroyed. 

Hut, say some people in Kentucky— and 
it is in reference to our present interests and 
future, as Kentuckians, that I desire to 
speak to the people of this .State — Kentucky 
has ever been a loyal State and true, us her 
seventy-five thousand gallant sous who 



part of the Constitution to all intents and 
purposes. This mode is, then, much pref- 
erable to the others. It is immediate, it is 
direct, and without a single dollar's addi- 
tional expense upon the j-eople, and simply 
accomplishes the very thing that thes.- 
other modes only could secure. I ask you, 
as sensible and practicable men, when you 
consider the only four mod cm and contrast 
them, why it is that sensible, intelligent, 
practical, and patriotic Maple canuot, upon 
this subject, act like they would upon'ull 
others— select that expedient, most direct, 
immediate, and cheapest to accomplish the 
same tiling? l!ut I am met here with ob- 
jections. Gentlemen say, I would have no 
particular objection to the first clause in this 
proposed amendment but for th* fact of the 
second clause. I would be williug to see 
the slaves emancipated l>ecause I kuow it 
is a curse and it ought to be out of the way, 
but I am terribly frightened at that second 
clause. Poor fellows. They are easily 
frightened by that second clause. The 



Fki.ww.Citi/exs: Having, some several 
weeks past given the promise to address 
the citizens of Louisville at an early Mine, 
i have selected this occasion for the fulfill- 
. of that promise. We have just passed 
noe of the most fearful struggles — 
of the most terrible civil wars, which 
has ever before a 111 icted the raoe of man. It 
has been such a war as never before shook 
the foundations of human society. Brother 
has been arrayed against brother— fat her 
and son, neighbor and neigh I »or, have stood 
confronted iu the dire conflict afl battle. 
For four vears this terrible storm has swept 
over our beloved laud. Our fair liehls have 
been laid waste, homes have been desolated, 
cities left in ruins. Mourning has visited 
almost every household and family through- 
out the length and breadth of tnis gieat Re- 
public of ours. 

It must, lellow-citizens, have l»een a most 
fearful cause or evil that could have pro- 
voked such a struggle with such a people 
M urs. Blessed as our people were, with 
free form of government, blessed with eve- 
rything that could render man happy while 
he was free, it must have been, 1 say, a 
most tearful cause of evil which could have 
provoked such a struggle among our own 
|teople. If the Upas tree were to spiing up 
in our midst and we were to liud perishing 
i its shade f.>r :u:i< s around our cbil- 
universal voice would go up, 
it down and cast it into the lire," and 
deliver our |>eople from the desolation of its 
I>oisonous breath. An evil of this charac- 
ter has been iu our midst— a cause, as I re- 
marked, a most fearful cause, bus precipi- 
tated upon our|**ople thestruggle in which 
we have been engaged, through which we 
have just passed aud redeemed our Gov- 
ernment from the hands of destruction. 

What has been that cause? It" we can ar- 
rive at it. it should be eradicated from the 
land. Now, some I kuow are iu the habit 
of attributing the cause of this evil to 
slavery. J shall talk apoa that subject in 
the discussion of the main topic to-night, 
but I v ish to arrive at the cause ami means 
of the rebellion, that you may comprehend 
the point I intend to make. Slavery was 
not the cause, but the ineaus loan end. 
Tie- cause of all this struggle originated iu 
the e\ il disposition and malice of a class ot 
men that we sometimes denominate dema- 
gogues. Selfish men who, for the purpose 
oi carrying forward their party aims and 
selfish purposes, are coniiuuaJly playing 
upon the pas -ions of a free jieople, seeking 
the sul I rage of a free people to lilt them to 
position or advance the interests and cause 
of their party. Ttiat was the original 
cause. It developed itself in a w mj — ti» 
per.o loi our history. The Father of his 
Coii nt ry foresaw the outcroppiugs of this 
dangerous principle. It developed itself in 
what is termed sectionalism, the drawing 
of geographical lines. North and South, in 
this way was the process by which these 
«. \ il-«i>!><ised. selfish class of men have 
brought on all of this coutlict. 

They hail to have an instrument by which 
ta accomplish their evil purpo-.es, and, in 
casting about for that instrument, they 
sought oue which would inevitably lead to 
aud create sectional sentiment and conse- 
quent sectional division. Slavery was se- 
lected as the instrument; as the instrument 
to be used by these men in promoting this 
baneful division and destruction iu the 
minds of the people upon geographical 
lines North and South. That was seized 
upon by men and poli'icians in the North, 
aud they educated the minds of their peo- 
ple u|k»u the one side of the question, and 
in the South they were educated upon 
another view of the question. Upon the 
one side they were stirring the passions ol 
their |ieople by extreme anti-slavery doe- 
triiM s and presenting the slave-driver of the 
South with all his cruelties and horrors, 
which they painted and pictured to their 
people for tile selhsh purpose of th« ir own 
elevation; mere farcy pictures. Iu the 
S. >hth thr. >ugh the slave Slates, we all know 

who live in Kentuckv, and through the 

slave Stat.-s, |,,, w lt j s . Why. sir. I confess 
W njjfht taal it is almost i in practicable for 
■as to rid myself of the prejudices ol my 
early and life-long education. From tin 
i.r-i period of my recollection of political 
discussion, the slave, the ne^ro, was made 
the leading topic, the turning poiut in the 
political contest even down to the smallest 
oliice in the gilt of the people. Aud a man 
must be a pro-slavery man in the Southern 
States ana an anti-slavery man in the 
Northern Stales, to elevate himself to posi- 
tion. Hence the demagogue who went to 
the greatest extreme b. came in time the 
most |>opular man; aud the men aud youih 
throughout the country were imbitlered, 
s- t;on against section, upon this particular 
qmstion. Slavery was theonly instrument 
in the hands of the men iu the South and 
the North to array one part of the country 
against the other and draw that geograph- 
ical distinction, against which the Father 
of his Country warned us iu the beginning 
of our history as a free aud intelligent na- 
tion of |>eople. 

This progressed until the present genera- 
tion grew up with their sentiments of Ha- 
bUiered hostility, one against the other, 
and at last culminated in the terrific strug- 
gle through which We have passed. 

It was an old common law principle that 
the instrument use. I in the commission ol 
a crime should be f rleiled as a deodand. 
That has l>een the effect upon slavery iu 
this particular instance. It has become 
forfeited, because it has been aimed at the 
life of a free government, of a free people. 
This revolution which has been going on — 
for it has b*en a revolution fellow-ciUz -ns— 
has accomplished certain great facts. I de- 
sire to call y< ur attention to what has been 
accomplished by it. This fearful struggle 
which has been sweeping over the land, 
desolating the country from one end to the 
other; this struggle in which the life-blood 
of our bravest aud best men has been 
poured out, aud has crimsoned many a fair 
valley, plain and hill-side, has accomplish- 
ed some great facts which you and I are 
compelled to acknowledge and accept as 
eenoampUehai facts, no matter whether we 
have desired their accomplishment or not. 
'me ot these facts accomplished bv this 
struggle has been the establishment and 
i>erpetuity of the Union of these States. 
[Applause.] The Union, one aud insepa- 
rsble, now and forever, is the proclaimed 
judgment of the j»eople, and is one of the 
^r-at accomplished fact* of the revolution 
through which we have passed. No sacri- 
ligious hand for all time will again be 
raised against that Union which was ce- 
mented by the blood of our fathers, aud se- 
cured to us by their wisdom iu the forma- 
tiou of a free and happy Govenment, This 
is an accomplished fact. The rebellion has 
gone down and the Union has gone up, aud 
her stars this night beam as brightly from 
their azure home as they do from the heav- 
ens above us. [Applause.] Another fact 
I. as beea accomplished w hich men are ex- 
ceedingly reluctant to accept, is in reference 
to this Instrument, this weapon which has 
imuu brought U> bear upon the security ot 
our Government and the peace and pros- 
|»erity of our people. Slavery no longer iu 
lad exists iu our country, cheers.] I 
care not, fellow -citizens, whether we deny 
the accomplishment of this fact or not; it 
And he is inexcusably blind Who

our fathers can attest— as the blood they 
have poured out upon many a baltle-lield 
will l>ear witness.

>-ates. Agreed. Neither do the powers 
propose to deal with her as with the et her 
Mates. Tue question conies home, and is 
submitted to you for your action— the ac- 
tion of the people of Kentucky. Well, let 
us look for a short time now at the facts and 
see. 

or not shiverv shall continue or be BDOliah- 
ed. We have passed that point, and are 
compelled to conf-ss whan we look at the 
facts, that it is gou«, an* cannot be contin- 
ued. And we have equally passed the 
point when any mau cau become an abo- 
litionist, for slavery has already been abol- 
ished by the action of the revolution. Let 
us look at the facts as to this question. Ken- 
tucky is theonly loyal State in the Union 
where slavery ha" an existence to-day. Il 
has been abolished by the action of the i>eo- 
ple iu Missouri anil in Maryland. The 
border States, with the exception oi Ken 
tucky, have by their own action disposed ol 
that question. If Kentucky were now lefi 
alone, if the hand, that some people seem 
to dread so much, of Federal power were 
withdraw clear out of sight, so that no man 
could see, much less feel its slightest touch — 
K"Utucky would be driven to the inevitable 
alternative of abolishing the name of slav- 
ery, not slavery itself, but her own individ- 
ual action, to get rid of the curse aud effects 
which its present status unavoidably in- 
flicts upon the community. The fugitive 
slave law has been repealed, and no man 1 
presume, lias even the slightest hope, if 
he has a desire, to see that law rev.\ed 
again. Tiie tree Slates around us are ex- 
onerated irom returning fugitives. There 
is no Ohio river now to cross to get to 
Tennessee and Virginia. There is no au- 
thority under the present laws, or any law 
which any one can hoj>e for in the fu- 
ture, authorizing you to pursue or reea}>- 
ture fugitives from slavery. If, after arri- 
ving at this point, slavery should even be 
continue | in the Southern Stales, every 
practical and sensible MM must see that, 
instead ol being a help and a benefit to the 
"State of Kentucky, it would only be a con- 
tained and abiding curse upon them to uti- 
iattaka to retain it; and they would be 
compelled to ch.Mige the status of the aajCH) 
i >y law; in o her words, to free him. The 
ia\v should r< BQgalae his freedom as an ex- 
isting lact, which has already ecu estab- 
lished by the act of the revolution. They 
would have to do that before they could I 
have anything like a prosperous s\ stem ol 
labor. Then 1 take it for granted when you 
look along a little further, you will see* ah 
tie M Stales which have been in rebellion, 
coming up, and, upon the very terms ol 
their organization, surrendering the in-:ti- 
! ut ion ol slavery. They regard it as the la- 
sue made by them with the Federal Gov- 
ernment. They staked slavery against the 
Union and lost, and now come up like men 
and agree to the forfeiture, and surrender 
it up. I say then, that there is not a sensi- 
ble mau — no man who has any practical 
sense aud a reasonable amount of honesty — 
who will pretend to assert that, in this our 
day, it is possible to continue slavery la 
Kentucky. It is gone, forever gone. No 
human arm can reinstate it in its position. 
The fact lhat slavery is dead, being admit- 
ted, concedes all that is in contest, for the 
projiosed amendment, assuming it to be 
dead, declares it shall not exist — shall not 
be resurrected in the Stat -s or territories of 
the Union. All admit that it has passed 
i.e . ond the reach of the restoring hand- 
that it is gone— irrevocably gone. Then, 
what is left for us to do as sensible, practi- 
cal and patriotic iteople? To dispose of it 
in thut way which will most conduce to the 
interests Of the iteople of Kentucky aud the 
humanity of the disposition. Now, sir, 
there are but four modes by which the peo- 
ple can legally get rid of the name of slave- 
ry — I mean in Kentucky. I propose brielly 
to present these proitosilions to you, and 
contrast them all with the Constitutional 
Amendment proposed as the best, the most 
direct, and immediate mode of getting rid 
of it. Now, upon every other eubjeot than 
the question of slavery, the people of Ken- 
iu< l.y would act sensibly and practically, 
but upon that subject there seems to sweep 
over the minds of men a species ot furore 
L a sort of drunkenness of passion that 
disables them Irom taking the position ol 
sensible men. There are lour modes, I sa\ , 
by which this can be done. One is, under 
the Constitution of the State of Kentucky, 
you may emancipate the slaves within the 
State by nicking a c ,:iipe!i.s : ..t ion for them 
to their owners. Il is not practicable for 
the people of Kentucky to undertake eman- 
cipation in that form. Il has been so con- 
sidered, aud I regard that mode of emaia i- 
pa ion as out of the question, and not really 
to be considered ur presented. The people 
are not in favor ol that mode, of Kentucky 
undertaking or assuming to he indebted in 
eoooeejoaaaa Of it. Then there is one other 
mode. Il is by amending the State Consli- 
lution. You all know and understand the 
process of doing that. The next Legisla- 
ture within the first twenty days would 
have to pass a resolution to take the sense 
of the jteople. If the jteople vote for it at 
the next August election, then the succeed- 
ing legislature, two years from the period 
of the first passage of the resolutiou, sub- 
mit it the second time to the vote of the 
people. Then is ordered an election for 
delegates, who assemble, aud the conven- 
tion proceed to make the amendment. This 
is a slow process, you will pen-eive. You 
are lingering along with this discarded 
state of labor upon your hands without a 
chance to get riu of it, aud yet, at the eud 
of six or seven years of hard labor and an 
exjtense of $150,000 or $200,000 upon the peo- 
ple, you at last accomplish, what? Simply 
the emancipation of what remains of 
slavery among you. You arrive at it at 
last by thai process. There are two modes 
by the Federal Constitution. One is by 
two-thirds of the States calling a conven- 
tion to amend, alter, or change the Federal 
Constitution. When two-thirds of the 
States call a convention, Congress adopts a 
law calling for it. The convention enters 
upon its duties, and, when gone through 
with, their action is submitted back to t in- 
states or legislature, as Congress may di- 
rect; and when three fourths of all the 
States shall have ratified the same it shall 
become 4 part of the Federal Constitution 
"to all intents aud purposes," according to 
the language of the Constitution. 

This is also a slow prooess, and ar. ived at 
the s.nne conclusion— the emancipation ot 
slaves. It has the same result at last, al- 
I. '-igh the process is tedious and expen- 
sive, and delays lor a considerable time the 
purposed action of the i>eople upon that 
subject. 

There is but one other and remaining 
mode, and that is the one now proposed to 
t he people oi the United States. It is for 
Ooagnaslo propose an amendment, any 
amendment or amendments, to the Consti- 
tution, submit them either to the Legisla- 
tures of the States or a convention, to be 
called by the Stale according to direction 
Iu Ibis instance it is submitted to the Leg- 
Uiatare by law, and when three-fonrths ol 
the States shall ratify it it shall become a 



zens, is so simple, so direct and plain that 
it is strange to me that any humau being, 
endowed with ordinary capacity and a rea- 
sonable amount of honesty, could ditler 
about the construction of it. Yet men do 
differ. Great men scon to bediffering upon 
the subjeot. The clause proposed reads 
thus: The first section is "lhat neither 
slavery nor involuntary servitude, except 
as a punishiii'Ut for crime, whereof the 
party shall have been duly couvicted, shall 
exist wiihin the United Slates, or anyplace 
subject to its jurisdiction." This is plain 
I say it is not now a question, whether j and very direct. It does not abolish slave- 
ry, but it comes to the point, as a com- 
mon-sense man ought to conic, to recogniz- 
ed facts as they exist — that slavery is play- 
ed out: thai it has been destroyed as part 
of the result of the revolution through which 
we have passed : that it has passed, aud can 
no longer exist, aud that it simply declares 
that, in the future and henceforth, it shall 
not exist in the United Stales. There is no 
abolition of slavery there, but simply i 
confirmation of th" status which exists now 
as a fact. Bat the second section isobjeetec 
to, which is as follows: "Congress shal 
have power to enforce this article by ap 
propriate legislation." 

Congress shall have power to enforce this 
article by proper legislation. Men throw 
up their Lauds in horror ut the idea of Con- 
gress, by proper legislation, enforcing the nou 
existence ol slavery in the United Siates and 
Territories. "Why," says oue man, "that 
will give Congress the power to place the 
negro upon an equality with the white mau; 
that confers upon Congress the {tower to 
give the negro the right of suffrage, the 
right tosit upon the judicial bench and in the 
juror's box, and all that." If I thought that 
there were an honest man who believed that, 
I would take some psius to try aud correc 
him. This is, however, but a simple scare- 
crow, raised by the same class of men, ac- 
tuated by the same class of motives of those 
men who, in the beginuiug of the straggle 
four years ago, with whom you and 1 had 
to contend, who cried out against the doc- 
trine of coercion, and were dieadfullv 
frightened at the idea of OOaraVoo. This i- 
but declaring the coercion jtower of Con- 
gress to enforce the provisions of our own 
Constitution. Euforce how? By proper 
legislation. I was talking to an old friend 
the other day upon this subject, out in mv 
ow n county. Ho was a gentlemanly, can- 
did, clever, and sensible old mau, but was 
terribly scared about the second clause. He 
had no partcular objection to the first, how- 
ever, i said to him, "Colonel, suppose the 
first clause of the Constitutional Amend 
ment, alone, were presented, take off the 
second clause, would Congress have an\ 
|>ower to legislate upon the subject, so as to 
enforce that clause?" "Yes, sir," said he, 
"certainly, sir, certainly." "Now," said 1, 
"what kind of legislation might Congress 
adopt in lhat ease to enforce the first ciausi 
if you leave off the second ?" "Well," said 
he, "they may adopt any proper legislation 
necessary to carry out and enforce the I km- 
siitution." Said I, "Are you not mistaken 
about that? Do you think Congress may do 
that without the second clause?'' "Cer- 
tainly; no doubt about it." "Well," said 
I, "that is my opinion, and that is the opin- 
ion of the Supreme Court of the Uuiled 
Slates, and of every sensible politician 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
land. Iu other words, wherever power it- 
granted l>y the Coustitution or any princi- 
ple ia sustained by it, Congress necessarilv 
has power to carry out and enforce thai 
constitutional right or principle. It ia tin- 
only power lhat can doit. Now,'' said I. 
"Colonel, you have placed yourself by your 
answer, in an awkward predicament. You 
say that Congress, without that second 
clause, would have power to enforce the 
first. I say so, too. The Supreme Court of 
the United States has decided the 
same principle, as arising under another 
elans • of the Constitution a little broader 
than this article you object to. Now, 
what additional power does it declare? 
Does it increase the power? Hate 
you say Congress would have the power 
to do So; I say that Congress would have 
the power to do so, aud this second clause 
simply says Congress shall have power to 
doit. How iu the name of common sense 
is it possible for a man, wheu he admi's a 
thing to be so, to object to saying it?'' But, 
says, he, "they say they will do so and so." 
'What do you mean by "they?"' I inquir- 
ed. "Why, Wilson aud Sumner — they aaj 
lhat they intend to place the negro upon 
au equality with the White man." "Do you 
believe everything they say?" "No sir." 
"Then don't believe that. You admit lhat 
this second clause does not confer any pow- 
er of the character which is claimed, but 
you say they claim it, and therefore you 
are opposed to it. Do not they not claim 
other powers under the Constitution which 
you deny?" "Oh, yes," and he went on to 
enumerate certain things w hich he denied 
that Congress had power to do. Then, said 
1, "the whole force of your argument is 
against the Consiitutiou of the United 
Slates. I fit is valid against the second 
clause ol this amendment, it is valid against 
the Constitution of the United Slates, be- 
cause under that instrument they have as- 
sumed to exercise or claim powers which 
you say they have no right to exercise, aiid 
which Cougress has denied them, and the 
great body of the people have denied. 

Hut shall we turn against our Constitu- 
tion because some men claim to have pow- 
er under it which you and I say, and the 
great body ol the people say, they have no 
right to do, and yet the objections of these 
men would blot out the Constitution of the 
United States and return the people to an- 
archy upon such objections as these. But 
they are terribly frightened at what they 
call negro equality. I have no uneasiness 
upou that subject. I do not kuow but they 
may have grounds to belie vo that the ne- 
gro can be equal with them; though I have 
been among tree negroes all my life, I have 
never seen that thing take place with me 
yet. It may be with them, and they have 
cause to be frighteued, but the great body 
of the people have no reason to be alarmed 
or friguteued upon that subject, because 
.- :ci-ty regulates our social relations aud 
intercourse, not law, and until people be- 
come prepared for a thing of that character, 
it never can take plaee. Law canuot do it, 
for law cannot establish the social relations 
between men. They are upou terms of 
equality aud friendship, but no law makes 
i hem so hut the law of nature. I believe 
that the while man is the superior race. I 
have no doubt about il, and as he is he will 
maintain his position. If he is not he will 
lose it. I am for my own people and 
against any other race whenever the inter- 
ests of the two come in coutlict. [Applause.] 
I lnve.no sympathy for that fanatical sen- 
timent which undertakes to depress our 
own race to elevate any other race, none 
whatever; and no such principle as that 
ever can obtain in this country so long as 
the white race continue to go forward aud 
progress as they have doue through past 
Hges. 

f| This thing of social equality, I say, fel- 
low-citizens, is nonsense, stuff, thrown out 
by that class of men who cry out "coer- 
cion," "are you Williug to coerce a State?" 
toe mad-dog cry with which uten used i<> 
arouse Ihe passions of the |H-ople and made 
them rush madly from theirown judgments 
to their own ruin and the 



ruin of their country. And while I am on 
this particular branch of the topic I Hm dis- 
cussing, IVill say this: 

The fear expressed that the negro will be 
placed upon equality with our own people, 
and given the elective franchise, be made 
juror, judge, legislator, and be received up- 
on equal terms in our parlors, has no real 
foundation, and can find a lodgment only 
in the most stupid mind. 

The proposed ameudment confers no 
power w hatever on Congress except to en- 
force the non-existence of slavery, a power 
which would necessarily follow the adop- 
tion of the first section without the second. 
Who shall be entitled to vole, sit in the jury 
box, on the bench, or iu the legislatiy .ihalls, 
by the Federal Constitution fa entirely re- 
mitted to the several States to regulate for 
themselves. 

Congress has no power, either granted or 
derivative, over these matters; but the 
whole subject is, by the Constitution, re- 
served to each State to regulate for itself. 
That Kentucky will confer such privileges 
upou the negro no one will assert. Nay, 
none will assert even the apprehension of 
such an action. To confer such privileges 
the Constitution of the State would have to 
»je amended. If, to accomplish such pur- 
pose, the people of Kentucky should deter- 
mine to auieud their Constitution, they, in 
such event, could confer such privileges as 
well without us with the existence of the 
proposed amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution. That amendment would neither 
enlarge nor restrict their powers. The pre- 
tence, therefore, of a few— lor it is huta pre- 
tense— is to accuse the people of Kentucky 
with the purpose ol investing the uegro 
with equality of political rights and privi- 
leges. Xouo others have the power to do so, 
ami no honest man will charge such pur- 
pose to the people of Kentucky. Away then, 
with this false clamor about equality of the 
negro. But he is to be received in our par- 
lors on equal social terms ! Who believes 
this ? Not even the veriest simpletou. Are 
free negroes so received now ? Are there 
auy restrictions of law now imposed upon 
you to prevent this dreaded social, parlor 
equality, w hich the second clause would re- 
move? Are JOB not now as much at liber- 
ty to indulge in this equality as you would 
be if the amendment were* now adopted? 
Why don't you so receive free colored jier- 
sons? Shame upon all who utter this sense- 
less clamor. Society regulates social inter- 
course lor itself. 

But there are some other objections which 
really deserve answering, to which I will 
allude briefly. One is that which was pre- 
sented in the arguments of George EL Pan- 
dletou in the Congress ol the United Stales, 
and which has been rehashed and handed 
around in various forms through newspa- 
pers ami public speakers all over the coun- 
try. It is oue which looks plausible with- 
out an attempt made to investigate it. He 
took the ground, without undertaking to 
use his language, that this amendment Was 
iu violation of the spirit of the Constitu\ioe 
by infringing upon wuat were the reserved 
righUof the Slates, undertaking by an 
amendment to the Federal Ceustiiuti'ou to 
infringe upon the looal State institutions, 
which by the Constitution and laws of the 
c mntry were placed under the guidaiu - 
and protection of the local laws aud the 
Constitution— I say this was the most plau- 
sible, and at the same time had more force 
and ingenuity than any I have heard pre- 
sented. That objection would have been 
really a veiy formidable one, had th s 
amendment been presented before passing 
through the fiery struggle of war, while 
the people of the different States were liv- 
ing in harmony with their constitutional 
relations; and while the States were in har- 
mony, claiming nothing but w hat they had 
a right to claim; and while slavery remain- 
ed wiihin the protection and uuder the 
laws of the State government, and made no 
attempt to leap beyond its bounds and 
throw itself upon the nation in a struggle. 

But the old relation has been changed. 
When the people within the slave Slates 
brought up war upon the question of slav- 
er}*; when that which was local became and 
was made a matter ol general and national 
interest; when the slave was takeu from 
the protection. of the State where he was lo- 
calized and claimed by the Constitution and 
laws for the time being; when they took 
him and arrayed him iu battle against the 
Government of the United Stales, then 
e very man— every man, woman and child 
throughout the length aud breadth of this 
great Union of ours became interested in 
that speeies of properly, because the life of 
heir Government was staked against it. Ii 
the Government lived, it must necessarilv 
go down, and if slavery went up as the rul- 
mg power; the Government of the Union 
had to no down. Eveiy man, old and 
young, was equally interested in the adjust- 
ment of that quesliou. It ceased to be lo- 
cal by the very act ol those whose interest 
it w as to preserve it as local and a question 
of State rights. It was thrown upon the 
United Slates as a question of struggle, and 
when that struggle is over and the rebellion 
has been crushed, and the people who have 
been pouriug out their blood from every 
section of the land to uphold and maintain 
the Government of the nation against this 
struggle for slavery; when thev have poured 
oul their blood, and have arrived at last at 
the eud of the conflict, it is legitimate, and 
proper that the uaiiou should settle a ques- 
tion thus nationalized. [Applause.] It is 
considered to by a question of State rights, 
[t became the right aud interest of every 
man who claimed protection uuder the ban- 
ner of our fathers to have this questiou set- 
tled tiually and forever. The Upas tree it 
sprung up iu our midst, and beneath its 
withering and deadly shade our sons have 
gone down by the hundred thousand, prop- 
erty despoiled, lands laid waste, and peace 
nowhere to be found, but war, eusauguiued 
war, everywhere, and the tread of mighty 
armies made the earth tremble beueath 
their iron heels. This land deluged iu fra- 
ternal blood, in relureuce to this particular 
institution that has been rearing up its 
deadly poison in our midst; and beneath 
the shade of which our children have gone 
down to untimely graves, it is right and 
proper now, sir, that the National Govern- 
ment, with its strong arm, lay the axe at the 
root of the tree and hew it down and cast it 
into the fire. [Applause.] 

liut 1 am met with another objection. 
Men come and appeal to the pride of the 
citizen. They say to him, sir, do you in- 
tend to vote away another man's property— 
appealing to his pride. The mass of the 
people in Kentucky have no interest in 
slavery whether present or prospective 
They never had auy, aud uever will have! 
They have, throughout ihe long period of 
our past political struggles, at the sacrifice 
of their own individual and personal inter- 
ests, stood up manfully to maiutain the 
Government aad the institutions and prop- 
erty in the .ban - Is of their neighbors. They 
have sacrificed their own individual iuter- 
ests to support and maintain the property 
of the slave-owner in Kentucky and 
throughout the slave States. They have 
been content to give up the rich aud fertile 
lands to the Blave-owner and his negroes to 
cultivate, and they have retired with their 
families to the narrow creek bottoms the 
hill sides aud ridges to rear their families. 
They have done all this, sir, but now they 
apjieal to his manly pride and ask him, 
"Do you intend to voieaway another man's 
property?" The man without reflection 
says, "No, I do not wish to without com- 
pensation." But, fellow-citizeus, answer 
him this way. Tell him, sir, when that 
property you allude to remained within its 
pise, and was a profit aud benefic-al inter- 
est to you; while it did not seek to disrupt 
the relations of society aud was not made 
au instrument to provoke aterrifie strug-'te 
amoug the people; while it did not menace 
the Government of our fathers, and you 
permitted it to remain in this condition we 
were ready to make any sacrifices iu 'our 
power to protect that interest. Now it is 



that P»le, sickly woman with her large 
number of little children almost famishing 
around her, and ask her "Where is your 
husband?" He is youder, perhaps in the 
Southern army, or sleeps uoon the battle- 
Qe'd, where he has gone down in stricken 
battle and I am left here with these little, 
mend less orphans around me, with every- 
thing taken from me, and now I am starv- 
ing. This is an example or thousands. 

V\ by is it ? They have been standing up 
to maintain the rights ot the slaveholder 
and there she is with her children in desti- 
tution around her, and starving? Th* 
strong arm is takeu from her, for what ? 
To struggle for the slave-owners' property. 
Ask her if she wishes longer to maintain 
the institution, when it has been lost. It 
she is a sensible woman she will say, "No! 
away with that. I have suffered enough. 
Let me be delivered hencef >rth from the 
evils of such an institution as that." 
[Cheers.] But, they say "will you take the 
property without compensation?" "Whv, 
my dear sir, do you not admit that your 
property is destroyed ; that you cannot 
possibly keep it? Do you uot know that 
whether 1 vote for or against this amend 
ment that it will be passed anyhow ?" "Oh 
yes, I know all that." "Then, sir, why is 
it lhat you ask me to stand up for you and 
these interests which you admit are gone ? 
W hat do you prop an to accomplish by Ltl 
You can accomplish no aood but much urll 



chauged. It was made to invade my secu- 
rity. Say: I have had a loved son, my 
oldest boy, who has been compelled to leave 
me and go far down South and fight iu this 
terrific struggle, and be now sleeps in an 
untimely grave u|n>u the stricken field of 
battle. 1 have lost him on account of vdut 
negro. So you may go over the land, to 
the p<Mjr aud friendless throughout the 
slave States. Go to that cabin, took! See 



omplish no good but much evil 
by opposition. You cun keep up the tin* 
of sectional hate, and may succeed in being 
elected this time. Slavery has been the turn- 
ing point of every political issue for the last 
torly years— but the woolly horse is now 
played out. Men in the North have Clear fl 
to rule it, and the men in the South will 
have to quit it too. The truth is, the horse 
has beconie old, blind, wind-brokeu, spav- 
ined, and lame. He has about given out, 
but there are some who still hope to ride 
him one more race. They know he will be 
thrown out, and forever, but they propose 
to, aud think perhaps, he can make one 
more race. 

But, fellow-citizens, considerwhat will be 
the effect of opposing the amendment? You 
who are peaceful men, what do vou pro- 
pose to accomplish by it? As I 'have al- 
ready remarked, the one now proposed is 
the best of four mo les. One of the four is 
thrown out by common consent, and it is 
better than either ot the three— it is the heel 
rather, of the three. What do you propose 
to accomplish by opposition? To save slave- 
ry? No. To continue it any length of time? 
No. To oppose it to obtain compensation? 
No. What is it, then, that vou propose to 
accomplish by it? Can you tell me any- 
thing that men could accomplish by oppo- 
sition to the Constitutional Amendment ex- 
cept to act in the face of it and to array the 
people again against the Government of the 
country? [Applause.] I would be glad it 
every citizen of the. State ot Kentucky 
would propound to the candidates who op- 
pose it the question: Admitting all you saV, 
what do you propose to do? And the only 
anaWttf he can make or remedy suggest, is 
that he pro|toses to elect himself to office by 
it. [Applause.] Well, now, fellow-citi- 
zens, there is something dangerous in this 
principle of oppoeitSoo, and I warn vou 
against suffering yourselves to bo carried 
oil' iu ihe sweep of this passion. It is dang- 
erous, because if you follow it out to ils 
logical conclusion the opposition assumed 
toward this amendment, it places you pre- 
cisely where many were four years ago, iu 
hostility to your Government, or you will 
have to back down and take a different 
tack. As 1 remarked a while since, I am 
for my own race against all other meii or 
outsiders. I am for the American people, 
and against all other peoples. 

The evils brought upou us, as I before re- 
marked, grew out of sectional sentiments 
which had been raised up in the minds ol 
the people of the two sections, and upon 
this particular questiou. Sectionalism was 
the cause of ail these great evils through 
wui'.h w* have passed, aud the opposition 
you are taking is to keep up lhat sectional 
spirit, to foster it, give it length of day, to 
distract aud divide our people. If you are 
sincere in your opposition for the reasons 
which you offer, you must, if it be adopted, 
either fly to arms to correct the outrage and 
wrong done, or surrender your claims to 
manhood by playing the coward, and- 
skulking from the" responsibilities af vom 
positioa. I do not believe iu auy of these 
positions you assume. I say the ordinary 
result of the position you assume is to lead 
you iuto rebellion, or you will have to 
aliunde n that position and take a different 
tack to get on the Union train. If you 
switch off now you take the line that does 
uoi lead in the direction of the Union, and 
you will have to come back agaiu if you 
expect to get on the Union track. 

I desire to see harmony and good fellow- 
ship restored to the whole country, which 
will never be doue If this species of political 
guerillaism be kept up. I desire to see the 

dav speeib'y come when North, South, Hast, 
and West will only indicate directions— not 
sections; wheu we shall all feel aud say we 
are odd people — one great nation of freemen 
and brothers. I wish to submit some addi- 
tional statements, and intend to give ihe 
figures ou the subject. As I have ulready 
remarked, the laboring class of meu in 
Kentucky have no persoual interest what- 
ever in slavery, and they never did have. 
Hut their interests are antagonistic. The 
interests of the industrious laboring mass 
of white people iu the State are based upon 
fre* labor. Free labor has not had au open 
field and a fair tight in the contest of indus- 
try. Now let us look at a few facts and see 
how they stand out against laboriug men. 

I would not, fellow-citizens, urge this 
as an argument, but for the fact that it 
is admitted on all hands, that the iustitu 
tion of slavery is played out aud destroyed. 
The strongest pro-slavery mau admits that 
it is gone beyond the power of redemption, 
aud the only thing that cau be possibly 
done with it now is to keep up an aggrava- 
ting fever ot public miud to influence popu- 
lar elections. 

Suppose wo take a few counties and see 
what the result of it is. I will take six 
counties as i have copied them from the re 
cords. I think they were published in the 
Journal of ihe 11th of this mouth. Iu the 
first place I will give 3011 the aggregate ol 
the whole State. The aggregate of the 
white population at the last census in Ken- 
kaeky b9fca J &17 < Then there were \LZ>, is; 
slaves. That was before the rebellion broke 
out, in lMio. There is not half that many 
uow, however. There were 30,140 owners. 
Now look at it; over !KXJ,0no white people, 

over .'-h,. slaves, and these 'JUO.OOO slaves 

belonged to .'$0,000 people Where were the 
900,000 white people? Well, you may say, 
and it is true, that a proportion of them 
had a prospective interest, an expectancy- 
that is, sons of their fathers, when the old 
man died, iu these slaves. Suppose that 
the whole number amounted to 150,000, 
who had a present or prospective interest? 
The laboring masses who constitute the 
boue and sinew, pride and strength of our 
Slute have no present or prospective inter- 
est in slave property. The masses who im- 
perilled their lives in defending their coun- 
try neither owned nor expected to own 
slaves; yet so long as it was possible to pro- 
tect, defend, and secure it to the owners, 
they sacritlced their own persoual interests 
to do so; but uow, that rebellion has de- 
stroyed it aud made of it a nuisance — pes- 
tilerous alike to all, they — the masses — are 
honorably, fairly, aud justly exonerated 
from all obligotions to give it further pro- 
tection, and may in good faith turn their 
attention to securing their own present and 
future interests. And they now have a 
right to turn and look to their own individ 
ual interests and the advancement of their 
own pros)»erily. 

I will take for example a few counties, 
that you may understand its force: Fayette 
county, with a white population of 11,899, 
and a slave population of 10,015, and 1,191 
owners, making but one person iu every 
ten an owner of slaves. Bourbon eouuty 
had 7,793 white population, 0,700 slaves.and 
M»7 owners, making about one in nine own- 
ing slaves. Jessamine, 5,071 whites, 3,o:'S 
slavos, a. d 543 owuers, making about one 
in nine owning slaves. Woodford county 
—who is there who has not heard of Wo.ui- 
ford, regarded as the very cream of the 
earth, the garden spot of Kentucky; it is 
known limber than Kentucky itself. In 



Furope Woodford count v is known where 
perhaps they never heard of the State. They 
have heard of its rich and fertile lands, its 
hospitable people— for they are hospitable 
people — and fine slock, "it is known all 
over the United States— see how Woodford 
stands : 5,276 white jopulation, •">,&», and 
001 owners, making about one iu eight 
owning slaves. Scott county, 8, HI white*. 
5,744 slaves, and 705 owners, alamt one in 
twelve owning slaves. I have taken six 
counties of the finest lands and in the rich- 
est poriionsof Kentucky, and the aggregate 
, 8 _ r . l . uis: '"' ' "^ whites^ 30,815 slaves, and 

owning 



one In ten 



4.765 owners, about 
slaves. 

Now, sir, think of it; how does it happen 
that that slave population ia there instead 
ot a free aud white imputation? Whin you 
go to these rich counties to search for the 
laboriug mass you do not rind tliem. The 
free men— the free white men— vou do n<»t 
find. Where do you find them? Turn 
your attention to the e other six counties 
and when the tocsin of war is sounded; 
when the cry of battle is heard in the land: 
when it became necessary that bravo hearts 
and strong arms should go forth to defend 
the star-gemmed banner of our fathers; 
when those stars which have lighted our 
fathers through the terrible conflict of the 
Revolution, were about to be brokeu and 
dragged down in the dust, then you hear 
from those counties. They send forth their 
gallant men, pcor but patriotic, to "raliy 
rounu the flag, my boys," and go forth to 
battle to uphold and maintain that btar- 
decked banner, and battle against those 
who were seeking to strike it (.own- Then 
see how they compare: l'ulaski, 15,.sp.» 
whites, 1,330 slaves, and 2,73 owners; Pike. 
7,247 whites, 07 slaves, 27 owners; Whitley,' 
7,5-..: whites, 188 slaves, 51 owners: Qiayaon, 
7,»ds whites, :;5l slaves. 112 owners; Floyd, 
0,168 whites. 147 slaves, 46 owners; Clinton, 
my own native souuty that has inflated an 
much, and has given to the Federal armv 
so many men who marched out to light for 
the banner of our fathers — Clinton, 'with h 
population of 5,508 whites, 258 slaves and 
owners. The aggregate of these counties is: 
While, 49,017; slave, 2,..ii0; owners, .,75. 

Now, lellow-citizens, what is the logic ot 
these figures ? Is it because the negro is 
better than the white man ; that be is culti- 
vating these rich and fertile lands, and the 
great mass are in these poorer c anities? 
Is that the reason? Why is it that these 
laboriug masses, 40,000 men, are kept in 
the poorer parts of the couutry, and these 
36,000 slaves are cultivating the rich Ian Is 
ot these counties? Is it, or can it be, alf, 
from any other cause than the fact that free 
labor has not had a chance in Kentucky? 
Can it be from any other cause than the fin* 
that the white man heretofore has not had 
a chance? The wealthy men who owns 
these slaves, occupies the lands and puts his 
slave labor ou them, and the laboring white 
man who has nothing but bone and muscle 
and industry to press him forward, he can- 
not obtain employment upon them, htOM - 
they are kept by a ataheaat class of labor. 
He cannot lease or rent lands there himself, 
because they are wanted h* another pur- 
p<»e. These lauds the owner desires to oc- 
cupy with slave labor, are appropriated b> 
him, and the white laboriug mau is pnahaS 
off to the hill-sides and narrow creek bot- 
toms, to maintain himself. 

What has been the effect of this upon 
Kentucky and all the slave Slates? You 
may go to any eouuty in that list, aud you 
will easily see where the slave-owners are. 
In my county, Adair, with tU aanaata, 
there you will find them iu the broad green 
river bottoms, or ujion the fine rich lands, 
aud the great mass on the poor lauds 
Does that come from the practical superior- 
ity of slave lal)or over the labor of white 
men? It comes because white men never 
hail a chance in these counties, and never 
had an open field and a fair fight. Thet 
are uow exonerated from any obligation of 
extending protection to the property de- 
stroyed by the effect of the revolution. 
And the laboring mass have not that hi_l 
sense of their own security and interests 
which they ought to have, il they do noi 
enter upou aud possess the fair fields of la- 
bor. 

It is not the emancipation of the slaves 
for which we are contending, but the 
emancipation of the thousands >; white peo- 
ple. We want now to emancipate the strong 
arms and give them a chance on the naf 
and fertile fields of labor. While these 
facts ex isted, the great mass of the people 
haviug no interest present or prospective in 
slaves, stood up faithfully for the slave- 
owner's protection. I have been an owner 
myself, having inherited some property oi 
that kind, and have a few yet whom I have 
uot yet been able to get rid of. I want tlw 
Constitutional Amendment to relieve me of 
these. Some are iu the army. I did not 
want this thing at the start, but I foresaw 
that it would come, aud that it was inevi- 
table. 

The present state of slavery was not de- 
sired by me, but has come iq>on us without 
the fault of the l'nion men, and in spite of 
tbem. The retails staked slavery on the is- 
sue of battle, and lost; we have only to pav 
up honorably. True, Union men did not 
bet ou that side, but their property iu slaves 
was staked upou the issue against their 
wishes and w ill, and they but yield to duty 
when they give it up. It is due to the pre- 
sent peace and future security of our coun- 
try—it is due to its prosperity aud the rights 
and interests of the laloring masses, who 
have contributed so largely to the security 
of the Government. Justice to the memor\ 
of ihe noble dead demands this sacrifice to 
perfect the noble work of their patriotism — 
t -ie , re ei vatiou of lasting peace. Here in 
any oue of these counties are laboring men 
who are rearing up large families to be in- 
dustrious and intelligent men. They look 
around aud see their fathers have labored 
all their days and scratched upon those poor 
hillsides for a living, with now scarcely 
enough to carry him to his grave. They look 
e.rouud at the Vine farms and broad acres 
in the river bottoms and the rich valleys, 
occupied by Slaves. They have no chance 
to enter upon ihetn, aud no opportunitv to 
contest with the slave the right to till that 
soil. They 111 >ve oil* to the West, and help 
to i>eople and make up the great West. 
You will find Kentuckians every where you 
mav go in the West. They have been ex- 
ited from their homes, excluded from con- 
testing in the field of lalsjr, aud we, instead 
ot retaining our sons with us, and making 
them active and industrious men, have 
been raising them up to people the Wesi, 
and have been retaining the negroes in- 
stead of our own children. I prefer to keep 
our own sons, and we may do it when we 
have opened these fields of labor for them, 
and hav« ceased to drive them from our 
midst, and when we have given them hHaM 
here in Kentucky. And no more land will 
be reserved for slaves, but it will be kepi 
for sua cultivated by Kentucky arms. 
Think of these things, fellow-citizens, be- 
cause thev are facts which must have struck 
the minds of all. 

I say therefore, that every consideration 
of interest and policy requires that the peo- 
ple of Kentucky should elect meu to the 
Legislature who will come together and 
vote for the Constiutioual Auiendiueut. Do 
It, that we mav get rid of the evils upon us. 
What is the condition of things as you find 
them? Labor is disgraced. What is the 
cause of the ruined and distracted cond'tion 
of labor in the country? Uan you give a 
I letter system until you get rid of this? Do 
you not know that as long as you continue 
the name of slavery you cannot have a bet- 
ter ill M II Ut of labor? How long do you In- 
tend to keep ui>on the country an inefficient 
ajataai of labor by it? Before you can 
ehaaan it, you must have oue of two things; 
get r id of slave labor and substitute free 



labor in its place, or obtain, as heretofore, 
control over slave labor. Do you not know 
that the establishment of slave labor is im- 
possible? Then why stand against the 
establishment of free lat>or? I ask you, 
then, to adopt the sensible, easy, and pru- 
dent course anil advise your representatives 
to do so. 

I have detained you too long upon this 
subject. It interests me liecause 1 have 
seen so much ol the evils ol it and appre- 
hend a great many mora giowing out id' it 
by the continual struggle upon this subject.

I have remarked, it Is too late now. If any 
of you want to liecome abolitionists, it ia 
too late. You are just in the condition of 
au old friend in my county who was bittea 
>>y a dog. Said some oue near him: "Take 
care, that dog will bite vou." Said he. "It 
is already doue." It is done, d<»ue, and you 
can r nly KVt rid of the wreck upon us. I 
remember four years ago and a little over, 
when I was at:- ..p: „ K to persuade my fel- 
low-citizens-and did with some success— 
that the worst form of abolitionism which 
could come upon our country was seces- 
sion, and that the policy proposed by aboli- 
tionists waea peaceful Aieans, but that of 
secession was to abolish it in the blood of 
our sons. What 1 said then has provvd 
•rue. Tney are the al>olitionists, and have 
accomplished the result by the act of rebel- 
lion, and we have now only to conform - .ur 
future actions to the existing state of facta. 
It is 100 late to "ju*" the abolition party; 
the thing is played out. The truth is, when 
the |M goes the principle, slavery goes 
with him, and so does abolitionism and 
secession. 

Fellow-citizens, as I remarked in tho 

commencement, this war has been a terri- 
ble oue. It has desolated our land and 
drape. I in mourn 1.4 almost everv home 
and hreside in the country. But the clouds 
whuh loweied upon ns are now broken; 
they are riven, and the beaming light of 
intelligent patriotism comes to illumine 
our path. The tears which have fallen from 
the eyes of a stricken nationality reflects iu 
rays, and from one end of our glorious 
Union to the other the tri-colored bow of 
promise tells us of peace. 

Lot us all rejsice 111 the hop > that it will 

be a las. illg and ever-enduring pe.-|.-e- 

the Iraternity of our people shall bind 
them in-. re strong! v together than written 
constitutions and law =. Let ns encourage 
the hope that this Union is to be |>erpefual 
and our people one iu mind, oue in feeling— 
as they are one in interest — oue in the great- 
ness of their nationality, one in freedom 
one in 1 he grand progress of their < i .iliza- 
tion. Let the motto on our national av 
caieheoapjraeL ma vital fact — "K Plarihaa 
Unum." To attain these ends of unity and 
fraternity we must extend to the young 
meu who return from rebellion and hs£ 
for friendship the cordial hand of forgive- 
ness. Uy evil counsels and sectional edu- 
cation they were embitieied and maddened 
iuto frenzy, aud rushed forth to destroy the 
work of their fathers. We should assist 
them in torever giHting rid of this wrong 
and bitter feeling. We should aid them in 
coi reeling the errors of sectional feeling 
aud restoring them to a hea thy sentiment 
of nationality. For four years they have 
been partaking of the bitter fruits of sec- 
tional education. They came back corr - 

ed— chastened. Let us receive them, and 
like the Methodists, put them on trial, and 
all who demoust ale their honesty of pur- 
pose to lie true and faithful citizens, restore 
them as speedily as we cau after such 
priajU, to full fellow-ship as citizens. But 
we should leave standing out iu the cold 
for ell time to come those who still hold on 
to their sectional hatred and antagonism to 
the Government. 

I have detained you longer, perhaps, fel- 
low-citizens, than I ought to, but I have en- 
deavored to present some facts and reason* 
why we should pursue a particular line of 
action. 1 trust that you will consider them. 
If I am righi in my views u;a»u the subject, 
I trust that you will have the manhood to 
adopt and proclaim them at all proper 
times. If a man conies along and savs to 
you, Are you going to turn abohtiouisi? tell 
him no, it is too late. I do uot kuow but 
that I can better illustrate by telling a con- 
versation between an old friend and myself 
at a recent session of the Legislature. I 
happened to have a sty on my eye, ami. 
meeting that old gentleman, lie remarked 
that my cyo looked rery bn J. I udd him 
that it was very painful. That I had been 
guilty of the same folly in reference to m\- 
eye tl at the Legislature had upon ti e slave- 
ry question. That I had been applying 
cold water to it for some two or three days, 
which only retarded its solution without 
preventing its course; which but prolonged 
my suffering; but I would now act qpa- 
creetly and cease the application, and hoped 
by the next morning to be rid of it. The 
result realized my expectations, and next 
morniug, calling his attention to the cured 
eye, had some futther iM.nversatiou 
about the Constitutional Amendment; 
during which, another honest, clever old 
gentleman, who represented another c oi- 
ly, remarked— that, although he regarded 
slavery as dead — hopelessly destroyed — \ . : 
he could not go for the amendment; "be- 
cause," said he, "when you and I were can- 
didates two years since the aeaaaaealats 
called us abolitionists, and we denied it, 
and I don't wish to give them a chance to 
aay 'I told you so.' " I replied to Uim as I 
now reply— that they lied then and now 
when they say "I told you so," 1W the se- 
cessionists, by rebellion, destroyed slavery 
— a)>olished it in the blood of our people, as 
I told them they would, and thev hare h it 
nothing to be aiailished but the name and 
the "burdens of slavery." Suppose, said I 
to him, that a band of guerrillas were to 
come to your house and shoot down a mem- 
ber of your family, would he not lie who 
should charge you with being a murderer* 
merely because you buried the dead body — 
as would be your duly ? "Certainly,""he 
said, "but although I know slavery a dead, 
I want them to bury it who killed it." I 
replied to him that it might do to have them 
bury it if they were to be the sufferers by 
leaving it unburied; bnt that in thia in- 
stance we, uot they, are to be the sufferer*; 
we, not they, are directly aud vitally inter- 
ested in putting it out of our way. 

This is the stumbling-block in the way of 
man. — they don't want to have any hand 
iu it — as though they can, by opposing, keep 
their band out of iu Tnat is putting their 
hand into it to it to their own deuiment. 
What our owu good demands we should 
ever be ready to do. He who stands still, 
waiting for others to help him, will seldom 
obtain relief, our owu shoulder mast be 
put to the wheel if we would remove the 
burden. 

Wili you hear one idea further, and I will 
conclude: The Constitution provides that 
when private property is taken for public 
use a just compensation shall be made. 
There are some who say that if we adopt the 
amendment it deprives us of all claim to 
eoaapeiisation, but if wo staud out against 
it and they take it, we will be entitled to 
c aapensaiiob. A candidate holding th;s 
view sat I to me, by way of argument, that 
if a Federal were to come to his house with 
an order to press a horse he would let him 
h"lp himself, and that would insure his 
eompjusation. I replied that his chances 
fbr compensation would be much enhanced 
by promptly and willingly furnishing the 
required haaai — thus attesting his active 
loyalty, lie thought that to refuse the 
horse.'and let him be taken against his will 
was the way to the pocket of the nation. 1 
would like "to see a compensation. I know 
that it was the pop.ev of Mr. Lincoln. 1 do 
not know what will be the policy of the pres. 
ent administration. 

The adoption of the Constitutional 
Amendment is t ( mode by which a door 
is opened to set up claim for compensation. 
To amend either the State or Federal Con- 
stitution by a Convention, would supercede 
the constitutional obligation to make com- 
pensation; but by adding the proposed 
amendment, all tue other portions of the 
Constitution are left in full force, and un- 
changed. If, therefore, this be held to be 
taking private property for the public uae, 
then we will hold a constitutional note upon 
Congress for just compensation. I do not 
say you ought to have it. 1 think you 
ought. My opinion is that the loyal people 
of Kentucky ought tohave a compensation. 
I have a hop- thai it will be if the Kentucky 
people will act the part of sensible men, 
and will uot be guilty of joining ths rebel- 
lion alter the rebellion is over and crushed. 
I thank you for the kind at l-uUou you have 
given me.

No, dear "Subscriber." Gen. Logan was 
with Gen. Sherman in the mighty "march 
from Atlanta to the sea" and from thence to 
the spot, destined to be historic, where the 
rebel host under Johnston grounded arms. 
— [Journal. 

The Journal is either mistaken or (Jen. 
Logan is capable of duplicating himself. 
That he is a match for almost any two men, 
is easy to believe. But that even he can 
ike two General Logans, is not so credi- 
ble. Now we have a very distinct recollec- 
tion of seeing Gen. Logan daily in this city 
ior a week and upwards just prior to and 
during the battles of Nashville where Gen. 
Thomas put that everlasting extinguisher 
on the rebel Hood. That was in the early 
part of December. The flutter of panic- 
stricken rebeldom along the Savannah 
coast was just then heralding the approach 
of Sherman. Two-thirds or more of that ex- 
traordinary journey was already accom- 
plished. 

Now supposing Logan to have been 
with the expedition at the time of its start- 
ing from Atlanta, how shall we account for 
the apparition of him in Louisville at the 
date referred to ? Was it his double? or 
had he done some of the tallest retreating 
ever heard of and got back here alone from 
central Georgia? 

1 1 was understood at the time that he came 
direct from Washington and returned 
fter the battle of Nashville. We 
have, furthermore, a dim recollection of 
hearing of his arrival at Savannah by sea 
after Sherman had made his "Christmas 
present" to the nation, aud there once more 
taking possession of his old command. We 
remember also that at the period of his so- 
journ here the quid nunc* were busy with 
speculations as to the meaning of so able 
and important an officer being absent from 
bis proper command at such a momentous 
time. And that the solution which gained 
popular credence was, that the War Depart- 
ment had some painful misgivings as to the 
ability of Gen. Thomas— who was thought 
to be a little slow-to cope with Gen. Hood, 
who was known to be exceedingly fast, and 
so General Logan was sent hither to take 
observations, and, if events seemed to war- 
rant it, to take command, handing over the 
observing business to Gen. Thomas. 

Whatever the true solution of that may 
be, it is about as well fixed as anything in 
history that Gen. Logan didn't make his 
"mighty march to the sea" along the Sher- 
man route, but along the Pennsylvania 
Central railroad instead.

Having accepted the nomination as the 
Union candidate for the legislature in the 
Third District in the city of Louisville, I beg 
leave to say that, if elected, I shall endeav- 
or to serve you with fidelity. The question 
of greatest moment to our city and State at 
the present time is the amendment to the 
Constitution of the United Stales in refer- 
ence to slavery. No issue has been pre- 
sented to the American people fraught with 
so much of weal or woe to this country. I 
sineerely believe that the adoption by the 
people of the amendment is the only solu- 
tion of the negro question that will give to 
us peace and quietude. There is no Rlavery 
in the South except in Kentucky. There is 
no slavery in the United Slates except in 
Kentucky; and even here slaveholders ad- 
mit that it is etfete and burdensome, and 
the sooner they are released from the legal 
responsibility "in consequence of the slave 
code the better. It will take years to emun 
cipate our slaves according to the mode 
proposed by the Constitution of Kentucky. 
To effect it speedily and permanently, I 
think it the part of wisdom for us to accept 
the amendment and make it a part oi the 
supreme law of the land. We will then 
be rid of what is now emphatically 
a nuisance. We all know that as 
sure as the sun shines slavery will no 
longer exist in this country as an institu- 
tion to be fostered and protected. It has 
been the bane of our political existence, 
and very nearly the cause of our destruc- 
tion. It is now the only impediment to the 
most cordial and fraternizing relationship 
between all sections. Let us theu remove 
it uillhtgh/. The rejection of the amend- 
ment will be an imputation upon our pa- 
triotism. On the contrary, our acceptance 
will be an evidence of a love of our coun- 
try that rises above the prejudices of the 
hour. The effect of the amendment is to 
prevent involuntary servitude within the 
limits of the United States. It establishes 
for the negro freedom, but confers upon 
Congress no power to grant him the right 
to exercise the political franchise. Should 
Congress attempt to exercise the power by 
conferring the privilege, it would be usur- 
pation, and the power could be usurped 
as well without as with the amendment. 
All will admit that slavery has been de- 
stroyed by the rebellion, and that no value 
is now attached to slave property. I f.'then, 
slave property is worthless, do you injure 
the slaveholder by voting for the amend- 
ment? You rather aid htm. You exoner- 
ate him from the burden of the institution. 
The present condition of our country in 
reference to slavery was no fault of Ken- 
tucky. We have been drawn into the vor- 
tex, and, of consequence, will have to abide 
the doom. The uemoialized condition of 
labor in Kentucky at this time is certainly 
an argument why we should act upon this 
question without delay. 

Our city occupies, geographically, a posi- 
tion second to none as an inland city, and 
every indication points to her for future 
growth perhaps without a precedent. This 
vexed question of labor, unsettled, will re- 
tard enterprise; but settle the matter at 
nee, and foreign capital and population 
will flow into our State, developing the oil 
and mineral resources of the State that will 
soon over balance all the losaea by the war 
and the emancipation of the slaves. The 
streets and allays of our city are now 
crowded with negroes, who idle away their 
time. They are not amenable to the vagrant 
laws, and should they commit acts made 
felony by the laws of the Commonwealth 
they put in the plea of slavery, and conse- 
puently escape punishment. Matters of 
great importance to our city will necessa- 
rily come up for action at the next session 
of the Legislature. Should you in your 
wisdom elect me as your representative I 
believe my knowledge of the wants of our 
city (having been a member of the Council 
for six consecutive years) will enable me 
to serve you acceptably.

Samtahy.— If we may believe (be pa- 
pers this country is now threatened with 
both cholera and plague. We do not look 
for either; but a little precaution will do no 
harm. Something ought to be done imme- 
diately to modify the filthy condition of our 
city. Every gutter and alley reeks with 
filth, disseminating foul odors that are 
freighted with disease and death. The 
Council should immediately have the dif- 
ferent alleys of the city well cleaned and 
limed, and th« gutters should receive at 
least the occasional attention of our Street 
Inspectors. Private citizens can also con- 
tribute a great deal towards the health of 
the city. Let every man look to the condi- 
tion of bis own premises, and quickly abol- 
ish the fruitful source of stench which ex- 
ists more or less in every yard. We are 
aware that without a system of thorough 
drainage it will be exceedingly dillieult to 
arrest the progress of distuse. We know 
that our city olliei;ils have this matter in 
hand, and are constructing Bewers as fast 
as possible. It will necessarily be a work 
of time, and cannot in any event be made 
available to meet the exigency of the 
present summer and fall. Something 
ought to be done immediately, and we hope 
to see a large force put to work upon the 
streets and alleys. L?t every citizen co- 
operate with the city officials, and by con- 
cert of action prevent the appearance of 
anything like an epidemic. 

Released.— The last of the prisoners of 
war confined in the military prison on 
Broadway were released yesterday evening 
by order of the Commissary General of 
Prisoners upon taking the oath of alle- 
giance and giving parole to be of good be- 
havior and commit no act of hostility 
against the United States. The following 
are their names: Win. H. Sims, Lieut. Col. 
44th Mississippi infantry; Thos. W. Ells- 
berry, Major "»th Arkansas infantry, and 
Luther C. May, Lieut, and Adjutant of 
Thomas' North Carolina Legion. The pris- 
on is to be closed up this week. The only 
parties now held in confinement in it are 
guerrillas under sentence of death or await- 
ing trial. ' ^ 

Another Soldier Killkd on Marshall 
Street. — Last evening, about 7 o'clock, a 
soldier, whose name we did not learn, was 
shot aud instantly killed at the corner of 
Hancock and Marshall streets by one ot 
the guard. He belonged to the 2d New York 
cavalry. The particulars are about as fol- 
lows : The deceased was drunk and disor- 
derly in one of the houses of ill-fame, and 
the guard drove him from the house. He 
mounted his horse and tried to ride over a 
squad of the patrol. They called on him to 
halt, and he refused, when he was shot, as 
stated above.

From the force of custom lor the last three 
and a half years, my thoughts naturally 
turn to you in thin important crisis of our 
Slate's affairs. Whenever any particular 
danger threatened us as soldiers I always 
laM the fads, as I understood them, before 
you, and appealed to your reason aud man- 
liness to sustain me. And one ot the most 
grat ilving rt-tleetions of my life is, that 
never, on any occasion, did you disappoint 
me. I have al way's had cause to gratify 
myself on your good behavior, and am to- 
day proud that you were such brave aud 
good soldiers, and that you now are indus- 
trious, honest citizens, having relumed to 
your peaceful pursuits ju*t as though you 
had laid them aside for three da ; /s, instead 
of for (/tree and a half i/caix ol hard soldier'a 
life. 

The question I desire to speak to you 
ujKin now is one of vital importance— sec- 
ond to none, perhaps, that we have ever 
voted upon— the Amendment of the Consti- 
tution of the United btates, declaring 
slavery abolished. 

1 'our years ago, iu our discussions with 
tbe rebels, we told them that the result of 
their attempt to leoada would be the extinc- 
tion of their pet institution— slavery. Ev- 
ery dispassionate observer could then see it 
wns inevitable; and now that our predic- 
tions have been veritied, shall we complain 
Localise our prophesy has been fulfilled? 

They were amply warned, but notwith- 
standing pushed headlong into their mail 
scheme of rebellion. Now let them bear 
the natural effects of their action, and let 
no true Union man place himself between 
these men and the result of their folly. How 
H i>that any one remembering what we told 
these rebels four years ago, on every stump 
in the State, can blame any one but them 
f »r their loss in slave property, 1 cannot see!

No one In Kentucky has for years past 
believed that slavery was morally right, — 
we only contended" that it existed among 
us not Oy our own act but by the acts of our 
in<v>iois, — that our capital was invested 
i it, aud that it would be injustice to own- 
ers to abolish it, thereby causing them 
great ]tecuniary loss, and that we could not 
■al clear of it without such a radical change 
in society as to dangerously unsettle it lor 
a long time to come, we were willing to en- 
dure what we never could have introduced. 
Now the war, l'orcd upon us by these very 
rebels, has removed all these objections 
and consistency, and truth, aud candor de- 
mand that we should acquiesce willingly 
and cheerfully. 

\w.tv with all old prejudices al>out a de- 
funct lustituti'.n, tiu v do not become the 
cuai .K U r ai a bold true soldier, let us have 
tbe courage to come squarely up to the is- 
■bM Bad aay : "It is done, UomVm hand has 
shaped the result; slavery is dead, let its 
death lie eternal." 

The great fears expressed by some about 
the m co ml cjauseof the amendment are 
unfounded— mere demagoguery. Let any 
honest soldier read the clause lor Uoaaall, 
aud say if there is auy more reason lo say 
that it means what the opposition say it 
means, than that Congress is thereby em- 
powered to legislate Mormonism iiito all 
the States, or any other uuthought of idea. 

No, away with all cau->less fears, face the 
truth, admit it, and act on it like men and 
soldiers. Vote for the amendment aud 
quiet this disturbing question forever.

MM Kobbery Committed in Louisville.

A very important arrest was made in 
this city about MO o'clock last night. The 
name ol the arrested party is Frank J. 
Sharpe, a returned Californian. He is 
about twenty-two years of age. It is al- 
leged that he committed a burglary in .San 
Francisco, and, in order to escape punish- 
ment, lied to New York, reaching there 
some months since. liouuty-jumpiug was 
the fashion in the metropolis at that time, 
and SharjM* thought he would try his hand 
at the business. .He practiced both as a 
"broker" an. 1 "iuiiip.-r." lie was arrested 
fey BOM of the New York ollicers for the lat 
ter offeuse, and, while on the way to the 
staticn-bouse, he drew a revolver aud tired 
at the officer, and succeeded in getting 
away from him. 

Shortly afterwards he formed the ac- 
quaintance of Leo Hudson, the actress and 
representative of "Mazeppa" in scant cos- 
tume, and was engaged to act as her agent. 
He traveled with her as far as Louisville, 
Kentucky. 

One evening, during her absence from the 
hotel where lh» y were stopping in Louis- 
ville, Sharpe entered her room and stole a 
bag containing iM,0o0 worth of jewelry, con- 
sisting of diamond pins, ear-rings, cvc. 
Upon her return the robbery was discov- 
ered. Another party was s'uspected and 
arretted for the robbery, but the evidence 
MM insuflicient to fasten the guilt upon 
him and he was discharged. Sharpe was 
not suspected, but shortly after the robbery 
i. !•• inquished his situation and went to 
New York city, where he disposed of the 
jewelry at a nominal sum. He sold a 
watch, valued at $.>00, which had been pre- 
sented to Leo by the citizens of Louisville, 
ior $S0; niao H gold buckle, presented to her 
by the Fire Hep'trUm-nt of San Francisco 
■jrfMttt was valued at ?.;•»•: also a diamond 
pin, valued at ? l,<Km, for $50. Sharpe was 
very lavish with bis money, and lived a 
gay life for the time being, t r "while his 
money lasted." 

Very recently he visited Schenectady, 
where he formed the acquaintance of a very 
respectable young lady. He won her af- 
fections, and after a brief courtship they 
were married. Prior to the marriage, Sharpe 
represented to the intended bride that he 
had just returned from the "land of gold," 
and p<t6sessed any amount of the "yellow 
boys." He also displayed a great deal of 
costly jewelry, which a"dded weight to his 
other statements. 

'I he detective officers of New York have 
been on the alert for Sharpe for some time 
past, and last week officers Slowey and 
.Met loud received information lhat he was 
stopping at Schenectady. They secured a 
horse and carriage and proceeded to Sche- 
nectady in quest of him. After diligent in- 
quiries they learned his place of residence, 
and on going there they learned that he 
had come to Albany, accompanied by his 
wife. The officers immediately returued to 
tMa city and called a - the second precinct 
station house, and informed Capt. Clinton 
of their mission. Tbe captain and the New 
York officers started, and last evening 
found Sharpe at the residence of a friend in 
the upper part of Broadway. He was taken 
to the staiion house and locked up, and will 
t>e taken to New York this morning. He 
confessed his guilt and told the officers 
where a good portion of the property could 
be found.

Commercial Matters in New York. 

Nkw York, July 25.— At the Stock Lx- 
change to-day the railroad market was ac- 
tive on Erie at iirst call. Stocks recover- 
ed to the highest point of yesterday's trans- 
actions in Lrie, and aggregated more than 
all other sales. The balance of the list dull 
and steady. The principal features of the 
stock market to-day were active. The de- 
mand for Government stocks, based on the 
demand for the steamer City of London, at 
the board and on the street, was about half 
a million 5-20's t i foreign purchasers.

Embezzlement ot a Large Amount by a 
Treasury Clerk—Ills Arrest. 

Washington, July 25.— On the 5th of 
June, 1804, the chief clerk and superinten- 
dent of the loan branch, connected with }h ) 
office of the Secretary of the Treasury, ad- 
dressed to the latter a note stating that 100 
bonds, partially prepared for issue, of tL 000 
each were missiug, and that he had ex- 
hausted all resources at his command in 
endeavoring to fine! them, as they had nol 
been signed by the Register or sealed, they 
could not be negotiated. Coupons, how- 
ever, amounting tu $108,000 were sealed and 
completed and payable to bearer ou the 1st 
of January aud July of each year and could 
bo sold anywhere. 

The Solicitor having employed two de- 
'ectives in ibis city, it was not long before 
they fixed upon a treasury clerk in the 
Loan Office as the guilty party, but it was 
not deemed advisable to make an arrest 
till more conclusive evidence should be ob- 
tained. Their suspicions being strength- 
ened by the fact ol his resigning his posi- 
tion ill the Treasury in December last, and 
living high without work or means. Ou 
MatUrday last the detectives proceeded to 
New York aud captured Whittlesy near 
i he Western Hotel on Couilland street. 
He contested his guilt, and stated to them 
where some of the coupons were concealed, 
namely, in the chandelier of his residence, 
where they were subsequently found, but 
ihe bonds had been destroyetl. Ou recov- 
ering all lhat was available of the stolen 
property, the detectives took the prisoner 
rapidly to Jersey City to catch the train. 

Whittlesey quietly seated himsell in the 
car, but soon after the train had attained 
full speed he hasteucd to the door doubt- 
less with the intention of jumping off, but 
was pulled back. Finding himself foiled 
he endeavored to obtain sympathy from 
the passengers by accusing the officers of 
kidnapping him. 

He was safely landed here this morning, 
and conveyed to the police headquarters. 
Whittlesey had stole some $8,000 worth of 
coupons and made about $2,200 on premi- 
um. He had no money when arrested not- 
withstanding his high style of living. 

From New Orleans— Address of Governor 
Parsons, „f Alabama— Cotton. 

Nkw Orlkans, July 24.— Cotton depress- 
ed; sales at 41(a4.5. Sugar aud Molasses 
^iiiet and unchanged. Coffee firmer. 

Governor Parsons issued an address to 
the Alabamiaus, saying the appeal to arms 
had been made and decided against us, un- 
der sufferings which were endured by 
thousands, Alabama retains every politi- 
cal right which she posnessed under the 
Constitution except slavery. 

The file boat of the Union is still within 
our reach; the slave code is a dead letter; 
the slaves are now free and must be govern- 
ed by the laws of the State as freemen. He 
earnestly urges all good citizens to set the 
example by organizing industrial pursuits, 
and delines at some length the duty of the 
people to secure the benefits of civil govern- 
oieut. 

The steamer Saratoga snaggpd and sunk 
in Red river, heavily laden with cotton. 
The deck f reight will probably be saved. 
No lives were lost. 

The Chief of the Cherokocs appeals to 
Texans for aid to his people, who are fam- 
ishing for want of bread. Unless relief is 
speedily afforded he tears an outbreak that 
will endanger the Red river country. 

Gov. Sharkey doubles the tax of one dol- 
lar per bale ou cotton sent to market.whoso 
owner refuses to pay the tax imposed. 

Election In Richmond.. Virginia State 
Seal. 

Nkw York, July 25. — A special dispatch 
from Richmond to-uight, says : "The elec- 
tion to-day resulted in the defeat of Taylor 
for Mayor by four hundred majority. Mr. 
Siurdevant was elected. The eleetiou passed 
off quietly." 

The Richmond Whig says that the State 
seal of Virginia has l*«en materially altered 
by the new State Government. The device 
is the same, but the words "Liberty and 
Union" now appear above the Goddess of 
Liberty trampling npoa the prostrate form 
of Tyranny. 

The gambling houses of Richmond were 
closed by the military authorities Salurdav 
night. 

The bust of John Tyler has been removed 
from the State Library. 

Pacific K. R. Telegraph Line. 

New York, July 25.— The Times says the 
U. 8. Pacific Railroad Company have 
placed l,2oo miles of their new line of tele- 
graph to California, under contract to be 
built before the end of January. 

The wire for the line has been purchased, 
and poles for part of it will be this fall. 
The whole line from Chicago to San Fran- 
cisco will be completed and in operation in 
one year. 

Col. G. E. Spencer, of the 5th Alabama 
Infantry, resigned his commission in April. 
Last Saturday his resignation was accept- 
ed, when he was also promoted to a Briga- 
dier Generalship, his commission to date 
from April. 

Reduction of the Navy. 

Washington, July 25.— The Navy De- 
partment is readily imposing of its im- 
mense fleet at prices at about Government 
appraisement. The next great sales take 
place about August.
